Greene, the primary purpose of the big Chi- 


cago court system will be nullified, for the 


reason that the court will be denied original 


jurisdiction in the very class of cases which it 


was created to handle, 

The list of cases affected includes all in 
which fine or jail or both may be inflicted as 
punishment in the event of conviction. In 
the Appellate court in the Dada case Judge 
Brown decided that the Municipal court had 
jurisdiction only in cases where the punieh- 
ment specifically was set.’ It might try 
cases where the punishment was fine alone 
or jail alone, but not cases where the pun- 
ishment provided by law was either fine or 
jail or both. The Appellate court made a 
decision in favor of the Municipal court in 
the Kruger case, the purpose being to make 
a test case before the ig tara court, it is 
understood. 

Dada Decision Crowds Jail. 

According to data in the hands of Mr. 
Greene, the criminal and quasi-criminal busi- 
ness of the Municipal court has almost dis- 
appeared. since the decision in the Dada 
case, leaving the court practically a civil 
court. The Cook county jall has been crowd- 
ed by prisoners held to the Criminal court by 
judges of the Municipal court, who were able 
to act only as examining magistrates in cases 


without carrying them toa conclusion. About 


the only fine and jail cases with which the 
Municipal court has been left to deal are 
those brought under city ordinances and the 
few in which the punishment is designated 
specifically. 

One result of this has been in the amount of 
money judgments in civil cases paid into the 
Municipal court for the month of September 
in contrast with the amounts paid into the 
Cireuit and Supertor courts in similar cases, 
The sum of $234,626 was paid into the Muniei- 
pal court. In the Circuit court the amount 
was $36,827, and in the Superior court, $42,749. 
The Cook County court system threatens to 
become clogged by the excess of minor cases 


to the courte which ordinarily déal mainly . 


with civil business. 


Scope of City Court Reduced.

Boys Glad to Be Found. 

Mr. Enochs approached the boys. 

“Ts your name Winfred?’ he inquired of 
the smaller boy. 

“ Yes, and this Is Parker Paschen,” was 
the reply. 

“ Well, I think you both better come with 
me and gee if we can’t find somebody that 
knows you,” suggested Mr. Enochs, and the 
three started for Mr. Cochrane’s office, 
There the boys were greeted by Winfred’s 
father, Mr. Trimble, and by Mr. Cochrane, 
and they told of coming to Chicago in search 
of adventure, of running short of money, 
and walking two nights in the streets.

“ Well, if that’s all it's worth to you you 
had better turn the books over to the receiv- 
er,”” replied the custodian, to lead Rhodus 
along. The bait was swallowed, and Rhodus 
hastened to explain that it might be worth as 
much as $100to him. On Monday the offer of 
$100 was made. The custodian demurred, 
gaying he would think about the matter over 
night. Then he reported to his office and sey- 
eral extra men were stationed across the 
street in a building from which they could 
view the interior. 

Early yesterday morning Birch F., Thomas. 
and Edward Rhodus appeared at the offices 
for the final interview with the custodian. 
In front of one of the windows and in plain 
view of the watchers across the street Ed 
Rhodus handed the custodian two $650 bills, 
and then the three brothers opened-the vault, 
of which they alone know the combination. 
They took out a number of books and started 
‘to leave the building, only to be met by the 
operatives who had witnessed the whole af- 
fair from across the street. 


Back Go the Books. 

** Guess you'll have to put those books back 
again,” was the command of the leader. Then 
there Was & Wrangile and one of the brothers 
ran to summon several policemen. While 
the police were on the way Attorney Kline, 
one of the sequestratore previously appointed 
by Judge Mack, was notified of the attempt 
to remove the books, and hurried up. He 
promptly seated himself om the pile of books 
and notified everybody there would be ‘‘noth- 
ing doing.”

BIG PHONE CLAIM UP TODAY 


Henry C. Strong’s $50,000,000 
Infringement Suit on Appeal. 


BASED ON AN OLD PATENT. 


Bell Company Alleges Invention in 
Question Was. Not New. 


The $50,000,000 infringement suit of Henry 
C. Strong against the American Bell Tele- 
phone company et al., involving the ‘*‘com- 
mined telegraphic and relay telephone,” 
which has been pending since March 7, 1901, 
_may be disposed of by the United States Cir- 
cuit Cgurt of Appeals today. 

Strong filed his application for a patent 
March 19, 1884, and it was granted Feb. 24, 
1885. The defense in the lower court wae that 
the apparatus complained of as an infringe- 
ment was in well known public use by the 
Bell Telephone companies and also by the 
complainant from four to six years before 
Strong filed his application for the patent. 
After receiving his patent Strong, according 
to the records, formed the Atlantic and West- 
ern Telephone company and sold stock; and 
it was under that company’s name the case 
reached the lower court, where Judge Kohl- 
saat dismissed the bill, Then the plaintiff 
took the present appeal. - 

The records show that Cameron and Lewis, 
Washington lawyers, who probably will ap- 
pear today, filed the sult, and the defendiints’ 
brief was filed by Attorneys W. K. Richard- 
son and A. D. Salinger of Boston Mass., but 
Attorney George P. Barton of Chicago will 
represent the telephone company here. 


Plea of Defendants. 

Part of the defendant's brief : 

“The complainant company is apparently 
made up of a number of persons who have 
been misled into the belief that the eompany 
has a valuakie asset in the patent in suit. 
This patent, and the claim against the tele- 
phone companies for infringement thereof, 
are the only assets of the company, and the 
sole business of the company is the carrying 
on of this suit. The contention put forward 
by Strong in his rambling statement seems 
to be that he was the original inventor of the 
speaking telephone, and it is apparently on 
this remarkable and irrelevant contention 
that complainant bases his claim for infringe- 
ment and asks damages of $50,000,000."’ 


Strong Makes Pilea of Poverty. 

In the lower court Mr. Strong pleaded 
poverty as an excuse for his long delay in 
bringing suit, but the defendant pointed out 
such a state of affairs did not relieve the 
complaining company because money to the 
extent of several thousand dollars was re- 
alized in the sale of stock for the purpose 
of the litigation. 

Attorney Barton stated that defendant was 
not alarmed over the outcome of the appeal, 
and said it was similar to many others that 
were constantly bobbing up without profit 
to those bringing them.

Council Committee Recommends 
Ordinance Imposing a Fine. 


FORBIDS CUPID AGENCIES. 


Offense to Advertise or to Take Money 
for Such Work. 


Buppression of al matrimonial agencies 
and the prevention of the tragedies and scan- 
dais raised by them within’a year in and 
about Chicago is provided for in an ordinance 
recommended for passage yesterday by the 
council committee on judiciary. 

The ordinance is in two sections, one mak- 
ing it unlawful to advertise by signs, cir- 
culars, handDills, newspapers, or periodicals 
that the service@ of the advertisers mey be 
had for matchmaking, and the other making 
either services or “ pretended services’’ in 
shunting people toward matrimony, for a 
consideration of value, a misdemeanor, The 
fine for advertising is from $100 to $200 and 
that for acting as matrimonial agent $200 
or more for each offense. 

“I believe that Hittle of this business is 
going on now in Chicago,’’ said Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Howard Hayes, who 
drew the ordinance. “ The United States dis- 
trict attorney’s office, through Mr. Seward 
S.. Shirer, asked us to pass such an ordi- 
nance to simplify ite work, and one was pre- 
pared in accordance with bis suggestions.

EXPLAINS WHY THE GERMANS 
AND JAPS GET FOREIGN TRADE 
Prof. Starr Says American Manufac- 


turers Try to Sell Orientals What 
They Do Not Want. 


American manufacturers are behind their 
German and Japanese competitors im bidding 
for the great foreign trade because they 
‘make things foreigm peoples do not want. 

So Prof. Frederick Starr of the University 
of Chicago declared yesterday in a luncheon 
address before the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation at the Auditorium hotel. 

“Our manufacturers should make the 
things that are wanted by foreigners,” Prof. 
Starr said. “Germany and Japan. do this 
and they are supplying the wants of the 
orient where we are not. If we are going to 
do business with other people we must adapt 
our manufactures and business methods to 
their ways of doing business.”

John A. Cooke Case Reviewed. 

The efforts made by John A. Cooke, former 
clerk of the Cireult court, to escape punish- 
ment after he had been convicted of con- 
spiracy to defraud Cook county are reviewed 
in the opening pages of the report, with the 
final comment that ‘‘the spectacle presented 
in'the Cook county case of this failure of the 
ipest powerful influences to defeat justice 
has done much to inculcate respect for law 
in the community." 

To efforts made by Cooke's friends to get 
him out of the penitentiary is attributed 
S.ate’s Attorney Healy’s attack on the | 
“ habeas corpus industry,” which resulted in 
a decision from the Iilinols Supreme court 
practically terminating the abuse of this 
writ. 

Of the parole of former Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court John A. Linn the report says 
tuat Linn was in danger of becoming insane 
and that, inasmuch as he had made restitu- 
tion to the county of some $31,500 which he 
took from it. the association felt justified in 
indorsing the efforts of Linn’s family. 


Police Suppress Policy. 

Concerning the police, the report says: 

“ Although Chief Shippy during the last 
year has had only two men detailed on ‘ pol- 
ley’ the policy men have made practically 
ro attempt to operate, in spite of the enor- 
mous profits which this form of gambling 
holds out to the promoter. This quiescence 
on the part of the policy men has been due 
entirely to the fact that they were con- 
vinreed the police department was ‘on the 
square’ in forbidding the operation of pol- 
icy shops. Thus convincing proof was once 
more given of the self-evident fact that con- 
nivance of the police force is a 
feature of the existence of s policy ’ona large 
scale. There will be no ‘ policy ’ in Chicago 
as long as the police continue to get the 
right kind of orders." 

After touching upon the “ absurdity of any 
attempt on the part of the state's attorney 
to use for investigation the police 
department, if there should be need of one, 

of the four policemen detailed to his 
office,” the association calls attention to 
the fact that grand juries have urged re- 
peatedly that additional investigators be 
tvppled.

. Change of Ohio Management. 

Since the opening of the campaign Ohfo 
has constituted a subject principality in the 
republican scheme of organization.

TARIFF MAKES HIGH PRICES. 


Republican System Blamed for Low 
Wages and Greater Expense.

The news dispatches carried to the voters of 
the country the other day the report of an 
investigation into the affairs of certain banks 
in New York that indicated with some pic- 
turesqueness the need of such a system of 
the insurance of bank deposite as has been 
suggested by Mr. Bryan and is incorporated 
into the democratic platform. 

Charities W. Morse, a well known speculator 
and plunger in industrial oombinations, 
found he needed some banks to furnish him 
with funds for speculation. Mr. Morse is 
facing bankruptcy, saved from it only by the 
fact that his creditors refrained from press- 
ing their claim# lest the? lose all. Some of 
his banks went to the wall. 

In the course of the investigation into his 
management of the National Bank of North 
America it was shown that an office boy 19 
years old had discounted notes at thebank 
amounting to $310,000. On the stand the boy 
declared he had never seen any of the money 
and that it would be utterly impossible for 
him to pay a note of even $1,000. The money 
went to Morse, who controlled the bank. 

Now, we are assured by the great bank- 
ers, of whom Morse obviously was one of 
the greatest, that a system by which the 
money of the depositors should be insured 
against the predatory methods of the bank- 
ers themselves would reduce that noble sense 
of responsibility so admirably manifested 
by Morse and by others of his type. “ Strict 
regulation ” is what they want, but the Na- 
tional Bank of North America was strictly 
regulated, examined at due intervals by the 

official examiners appointed by the United 
States government, and yet cheerfully lent 
an office boy $810,000 on collateral which 
shortly thereafter proved to be almost nah 
less. 


To Circulate Hoarded ee 

We democrats will stand on our demand 
for a system which will protect the money 
carefully hoarded up by thrifty people and 
deposited in the banks—a system which will 
take out of its hiding places in safety deposit 
boxes money which should flow into the 
channels of trade and swell the volume of 
business. 

A prominent business man in the north- 
west, the president of the water and light 
company in a town in that section, told a 
story at the Annex the other day which illus- 
tratee the methods being employed in the

The panic of last year hit this part of the 
country more than it did the agricultural 
districts of the same state, and, of course, 
a great deal more than the exclusively farm- 
ing area west of the Mississippi. Cleveland 
has suffered in its business. There are more 
men out of work than really should be. 


Dissatisfied, Not Appeased. 

They form a dissatisfied and radical! class. 
They cannot be appealed to by the argument 
that if Taft is beaten it will mean a-reduc- 
tion of the chances of labor because they are 
already out of work, They are looking for 
anything of a violent character which will 
help them. They care but little whether the’ 
courts are limited in the right.of injunction 
or not, and the prosperity argument does not 
appeal to them. 

Droves of these men will vote for Debs be- 
cause he is.so radical and because they think 
Bryan does not offer to them anything but 
old methods of relief. A great many of these 
men voted for Roosevelt unquestionably, but 
they were democrats before that. A large 
percentage of the labor vote of Cleveland 
has always been democratic and it has been 
solidly for Tom Johnson. 

The increase in the Debs vote means,-they 
tell me. a decided loss from the Roosevelt 
vote of 1904, but an evén greater loss from 
the Bryan vote of 1900. Debs polled 8,017 
votes in Cuyahoga county four years ago, 
nearly 1,000 more than in Cincinnati. It is 
predicted that he will increase not only his 
agtual vote. but the disparity between this

And 
now he says that we have come over to his 
view in respect to the treatment of the 
islands.”’

Mr. Mitchell is 
hurt to think any one would believe him so 
lacking in modesty as to send his picture 
abroad, regardless of what he may think of 
politics.

TALKS IN ORCHESTRA HALL. 


Declares Labor Unions Should Not Be 
Classed with the Trusts. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
lean Federation of Labor, at a meeting in 
Orchestra ball last night called on William 
H. Taft to specify wherein the labor leader 
has lied. 

“It Candidate Taft can specify wherein I 
have lied, and prove that I lied, I will make 
public apology and retraction,” he stated. 
“In the event of his failure to do so then I 
call on him to apologize."’ 

The meeting was under the auspices of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, and 1,600 men 
gathered in the hall to hear the addresses. 
Conspicuous in a center box was Robert E. 
Burke, and well to the fore on the platform 
was Roger Sullivan. The remainder of the 
stage was filled with officers of labor unions. 

“Candidete Taft hes lost his manners,” 
aaid President Gormpers. “ When he accuses 
me of lying he loses his dignity:”” Mr. 
Gompers @ié not tell his audience when Mr. 
Tat had accused him of lying. 


Asks Equality of Opportunity. 

“ There are involved in this campaign,’’ he 
resumed, *‘questions of equality of law 
among .all of our citizens, and I will call to 
your attention the fact that when Thomas 
Paine cried, ‘ Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty,’ it applied to our day as well as 
to his day. 

“ Thank God that the American masees of 

itizens are not typified by the man with 
the bent back and receding forehead; they 
are not typified by the man with the hoe. 
The American masses are typified by the 
man who stands erect demanding equality 
of opportunity and, insisting on it, will be 
satisfied with nothing else. 

“‘ Mr. Taft says he has done more for labor 
than I have. I have only helped in the com- 
mon uplift. I have worked for social het- 
terment, and have tried to take the children 
out of the workshops and the mills, and give 
them the opportunities of the schoolroom and 
the fire hearth so that they might grow to 
real manhood and womanhood. 


Says Unions Are Not Trusts. 

“Our pred injunction laws would make 
it appear that labor unions constitute trusts; 
that the man who walks the streets looking 
for work and who belongs to a labor union Is 
a member of a trust; that the union officers 
seated here on the platform are trust mag- 
nates; and that 1am a monopolist. 

* We have no desire to become a privileged 
class, much less a privileged class of wrong- 
doers. If a man of labor be guilty of any vio- 
lations of the law, treat him as you would 
Arrest him 
and give him a trial before a jury of his peers. 

“ The injunctions issued againet the labor- 
ing man are unlike any others issued, and 
they are only issued against laboring men in 
dispute with their employers. 

“Let me say as a Man and an American 
citizen. that I will not surrender my freedom 
of speech, jail or no jail. 

“T have been accused of entering into an 
agreement to deliver the labor vote. I 
couldn't if I would and wouldn’t if I could. 
I know how I’m going to vote-that’s a 
cinch,” and the chief labor leader waved both

Higher Rates, It Is Declared, Are 


Needed to Prevent Cut in 
Wages of Employes. 


“ There are approximately 3,300,000 citi- 
gens of the United States, investors in bonds 
and stocks of railway companies, employés 
of railroads, and persone engaged in the 

manufacture and sale of railway supplies, 
whose vital interests in the pursutt of Hfe, lib- 
erty, and happiness do not seem to have been 
the concern of any one.’ 

With these words E. w. McKenna, second 
vice president of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway, introduced an address be- 
fore members of the Western Railway club 
at the Auditorium last evening. 

Choosing as the title of his speech~’ A Con- 
stituency Without Representation,’’ Mr. Mc- 
Kenna made a plea for better treatment of 
the transportation interests by the public and 
by legislatures. He argued that railroads 
should be permitted to increase their rates 
{n order to bring their facilities up to a point 
of perfection demanded by the growing busi- 
ness of the country and to prevent eventual! 


bankruptcy: 


Holds Demagogues as Blamable. 

** Political leaders, desirous of obtaining 
power and prestige,” he said, “have ap- 
pealed to the plastic minds of a large mass 
of the citizens of the country, who are not 
inclined to economic thought. They have 
instilled the erroneous idea that transporta- 
tion interests of the country had in all the 
past placed unjust charges upon them for 
their transportation. They appealed further 
to their selfish interest in the thought that 
by the processes which have been in ex- 
istence during the last few years each would 
have to pay less money for his transporta- 
tion, and that no baneful results would come 
to them. as it was all gain and no loss, and 


if any lose must ensue it must fall upon 


a nonresident plutocracy, for whom they 
felt no concern. 

“The experience of the period from the 
close of the fiscal year 1808 to the same time 
in 1906 proves conclusively that the commer- 
cial and industrial expansion of the country 
is governed absolutely by the ability of the 


transportation companies to afford neces- 


sary facilities for the safe and efficient ex- 


change of commodities.”’ 


During this period, he stated, the amount 
of tonnage handled had increased 89 per 
cent, and $2,244,187,447 had been contributed 
by investors for expansion of older rail- 
way properties in order that they might keep 
pace with the expansion of trade and com- 
merce, while the average rate per ton mile 
had deGreased from .753 cent to .748,.or .005 
cent. +, 

Values Higher; Revenues Lower. 

“These figures.”’ he continued, “ present 
the amazing condition that notwithstanding 
the advance in price of every other commod- 
ity the rate per ton mile, which is the unit 
in railway freight transportation, actually 
shows a decrease. Is this condition consist- 
ent with the value which has been added to 
every other commodity or form of service 


' during the eight years under discussion?” 


‘Continuing he saidin part: 

“If the railroads are rendered powerless 
to make head against the volume of influence 
which has depressed their revenues and the 
natural conditions that have increased their 


expenses it must follow that the present own- 


ers of the $14,500,000,000 invested in railway 
property will realize that the —— upon 
which their faith wae placed has been under- 

mined. Then will result the inevitable strug- 


gle that a railway goes through between a 


condition of reasonable affluence and pend- 
ing bankruptcy. 

“Tf a cure for present conditions is not 
found railways for their own survival nmrust 
ask labor to share in the enforced economies 


which are necessary for their existence.’

TRACHERS WILL STUDY TAXES 


Federation to Accept Advice of 


President Otto C. Schneider. 


MAY LIGHTEN SCHOOL TASKS. 


Question of Limiting {Pupils to 40 in 
Each Room Will Be Discussed. 


President Otto C. Schmeider of the board 
of education yesterday advised the members 
of the Chicago Teachers’ federation to buy 
text books on the subject of the income tax 
end, after thorough study of the subject, to 
fight for a revolution of the present taxing 
system. His advice will be followed. 

This announcement was made by Mis« 
Margaret Haley, business manager of the 
federation, and a committee of four, who 
waited on President Schneider and invited 
him to address the meeting that has been 
ealled for Friday evening in Handel! hall. 
The purpose of the meeting is to discuss 
Ways and means of obtaining revenve to put 
into effect the recommendation of Supt. 
Ceoley to reduce the number of children in 
each eschoolroom without interfering witb 
the salaries of the teachers. 


Schneider Declines. 

President Schneider declined to addressthe 
wmeeting on the subject stipulated. as it in- 
volved a criticism of the taxing system, and 
he said he could not do that onm such shor: 
notice. He declined to discuss hisconference 
with the committee, but said he had a pleas- 
ant talk with the members for half an hour. 
The latter expressed much praise for the 
president. The members of the committee 
beside Miss Haley were Miss Frances Har- 
den, Miss Fay Freeman, Miss Anna Wald- 
schmidt, and Miss Elizabeth Bushmann. 


Pleased with Reception. 

The committee’s report at federation head- 
quarters was as follows: 

“ We were received cordially by President 
Schneider. He told us he was notin favor of 
a largé membership in the schoo! classrooms, 
but that he did not want the membership cut 
at the expense of the teachers’ salaries. He 
said also that if there was any way in which 
he could help us in our work he would be 
glad to do so. He criticised our taxing sys- 
tem, and told us that we ought to get some 
text book on the subject of income taxes. 
study up, and make a fight for that.”’ 

“We have had many inquiries and com- 
munications since it became known that we 
had taken up the question of taxes,” said 
Miss Haley. ‘‘ We had tworequests today to 
hold meetings on the south side. 

‘“ President Schneider's suggestion that the 
federation make a study of the income tax 
question is an excellent one, and we will take 
it up.’ 


Would Lighten Teachers’ Work. 

The question of reducing the average num- 
ber of puplis under one teacher will come 
up before the boarg at its meeting this,even- 
ing. With the, president of the board and 
the superintendent of schools arrayed on op- 
posite sides, a spirited debate is likely to 
result. ~ 

At the last meeting of the school manage- 
ment committee Mr. Cooley recommended 
that the official maximum for each elemen- 
tary room be reduced from forty-eight to 
forty, and on his explaining that this is to 
be done. gradually, as funds for employing 
new teachers become available, the measure 
was passed in committee. President Schne!- 
der opposed it on the ground that as funds 
become available they should be used to 
raise teachers’ salaries and not to reduce 
the number of pupils in the rooms. 


Cooley Gives Views. 

“ Educators agree,”’ said Mr. Cooley, “* that 
no elementary teacher can handle more than 
twenty-five pupils satisfactorily. We can- 
not reduce the average to such an extent in 
Chicago, however, and as a working basis 
we have taken forty as a maximum. The 
measure ought to be passed—I don't care 
who opposes it—if the Chicago schools are 
to reach the degree of efficiency they ought 
to have and must have.” 

A second recommendation ae the superin- 
tendent, reducing the limit for high school 


rooms to thirty, probably will be passed with- P 


out opposition, this having been forced 
largely by the threat of the North Centra! 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools to drop the local high schools from 
their accredited list unless the reduction is 
made. 


POLICE OFFICIAL DISCREDITS 
“CONFESSION” IN MANN CASE. 


Wife of Charles McCormick Clawater, 
‘Who Says He Is “J. H. Raymond,” 
Ridicules His Statements. 


Charlies McCormick Clawater, who thinks 
that he is “* J. H. Raymond” and that under 
that mame took Fannie Gilmore Thompson to 
the Michigan avenue rooming house where 
she met her death, was likened yesterday 
‘py Inspector John Wheeler to J. C. Truelson, 
who, in a jail in Vernon, Tex., last sum- 
mer, “ confessed ” to tragedies of the Gun- 
ness farm only to be later discredited. 
Wheeler says he has no faith. im the state- 
ments of the ‘' confessor.”’ 

Clawater made his “ confession” to the 
lawyer employed by Luman C. Mann, al- 
leged murderer of Mrs.-Thompson, and iden- 
tified by three persons as * J. H.. Raymond.” 
But Clawater failed to convince his wife of 
his participation in the Thompson tragedy. 
When his “ confession’ was made public 
yesterday she immediately stated that her 
husband had a monumental imagination. 

A discrepancy is shown in yenditions of 
what took place at the rooming house as re- 
lated: by the “ witness ” and inmates of the 
house, 

As “J. H. Raymond,” Clawater insisted 
that he left the rooming house at 4 o’clock 
of the momniing, following his first appear- 
ance there, with the woman and did not re- 
turn. Three of the state’s witnesses have 
repeatedly declared they saw “J. H. Ray- 
mond ”’ twice in the house in the afternoon 


-of the day named by Clawater. 


Clawater says he paid only a portion of 
the room rent, whereas the owner of the 
rooming house declares “J. H. Raymond” 
paid in full.

CALLS PROFESSORS STUDENTS 


E. ©. Babcock, Publisher of Breeders’ 
Guide, Pleads Guilty in the Federal 
‘ Court and Is Fined $100. 


tatipasteninbie use of the names of in- 
structors and students of the University of 
Chicago, which included the classification of 
Prof. Nathaniel Butler and Coach Alonzo 
Stagg as ‘“ students,”" has caused Serious 
trouble for Edward C. Babcock, publisher. 

On the testimony of Prof. Butler and Coach 
Stagg, who objected mildly to being called 
agricultural students, and a number of other 
witnesses, Babcock yesterday was fined $100 
by Judge Bethea in the federal court. The 
technical charge against him was that of 
making a false subscription list. 

In order to take advantage of the second 
class postal rates for his publication, the 
Breeders’ Guide, Babcock selected a long list 
of names and exhibited them as subscribers 
to his paper. Babcock is a printer and, a 
such, had to do with the publication of the 
Daily Maroon, the university paper. In this 
capacity he had become acquainted with 
many persons attached to the university 
and these names all were added to the list of 
** subscribers.”’ 

Prof. Butler, when questioned by the fed- 
eral prosecutors, said that he never had seen 
the Breeders’ Guide and never had called at 
the office of the Maroon to get it, as Babcock 
had. declared he did. Coach Stagg also denied 
any knowledge of Babcock or his publication. 

After the testimony of several other wit- 
pet ee had been heard the publisher pleaded 
guiity.

CAPTURE GENERAL 


Envoy from Montenegro to 
Servia Held at Station 
for Seven Hours. 


PARIS IS STILL NERVOUS. 


Defiant Ministry in Bulgaria Fa- 
vors Refusal to Pay Indem- 
nity to Turkey. 


BULLETIN. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

SALONICA, Oct. 20.—An encounter be- 
tween Turkish and Bulgarian troops has 
occurred at Djourmaya on the frontier. 
Seventy Bulgarians and ten Turks are said 
to have been killed. It is runtored that a 
Buigarian band that was trying to enter 
Turkish territory near Palanka hes been 
annihilated. 


BELGRADE, Servia, Oct. 20.—Gen. Vuko- 
tics, an official of the Montenegrin govern- 
ment, who left Cettinje three days ago for 
this city on a mission to the Servian govern- 
ment, arrived here today from Agram, where 
he was arrested by Austro-Hungarian- of- 
ficiais and detained for several hours. 

“On my arrival at Agram,” the genera] 
said, “‘ gendarmes entered my car., dragged 
me out, and took me to the prefecture of 
police. I was then searched and my purse 
and papers, in fact everything I had, taken 
from me. My baggage also was completely 
ransacked. 

“I gave the officers my name and explained 
my status as a special envoy to King Peter. 
I showed also the passport and safe conduct 
given me at the Austro-Hungarian lega- 
tion at Cettinje, but all to go avail. 


Release Ordered After Seven Hours. 
“Uhimately I was permitted to send a 
telegram to Baron von Aehrenthal, the 
Austro-Hungarian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, complaining of the treatment accorded 
me, which was a violation of international 
usage. After considerable delay an order ar- 
rived from Vienna instructing the police to 
release me, and this was done. 

‘“‘] was detained at the police station for 
seven hours, and as I lost my train connec- 
tion my journey was delayed altogether for 
fourteen hours.” 

This occurrence has aroused again a bitter 
feeling toward Austria-Hungary on the part 
of the Servians, and the people are greatly 
excited. 


French Circles Still Nervous. 


PARIS, Oct. 20.—The feeling in French gov- 
ernment circles is distinctly nervous, both 
with regard to the situation In the Balkans 
and the proposed international congress. 
Official advices from Turkey indicate that 
the Turkish government is manifesting some 
impatience because Bulgaria has failed to 
present any official communication since 
Turkey received the French assurance made 
in the name of the Emperor Ferdinand, while 
from Sofla comes -the information that the 
Malinoff cabinet still refuses to accept the 
advice of Ferdinand, who advocates a peace- 
ful settlement, and insists that it would be 
preferable to go to war than to pay an in- 
demnity. 

Until the Bulgarian ministry yields definite- 
ly, it is considered by the officials of the 
French government that the danger of war 
has not been dispelled.

Wesley Oler, who was getting a salary of

The deal was for the purchase of ice stock 
at 71, even when Mr. Oler didn’t want to buy 
and didn’t want to borrow, when he was al- 
ready indebted to another Morse bank, the 
New Amsterdam: 


How Deal Was Made. 

Oler’s $30,000 profit was made when he 
asked Morse for a loan of $43,500 on 1,000 
shares of ice. Morse took Oler’s note and the 
cash was advanced by the Bank of North 
America. The stock was sold out at a profit, 
which was credited to Oler on another debt 
he owed the bank. 
Later Morse told Oler the bank had 2,000 
shares of ice and urged him to-~-buy it at 71, 
telling him it was sure to go up. Oler said he 
didn’t want any more stock, as he was in 
debt to the bank. He said he was nearly out 
of debi and was anxious to get all the way 
out, but Morse induced him to take it, giving 
his note for $141,000. Then when ice had 
been put up by Morse to 90 Oler wanted to 
sell, but Morse would not let him and said to 
hold the stock until it was 110. 


Did Not Know Stock’s Owner. 

Oler, on cross examination, said he didn't 
know whether the 2,000 shares of ice were 
owned by Morse or by the Bank of North 
America. 
Bank Examiner Edward P. Moxey told 
of the purchases and sales through various 
brokerage houses on Morse’s account of ice 
stock. The monthly totais showed Morse 
bought more than he sold.

THE CENTRAL SHOULD LEAD. 

The Illinois Central was the first Chi- 
cago railroad to elevate some of its 
tracks and make some crossings safe. 
Little by little other roads were compelled 
to do the same. The [Illinois Central 
should now be the first to electrify its 
terminals. As the people made up their 
minds sixteen years ago that grade cross- 
ings must be abolished, so they have now 
made up their minds that the locomotive 
smoke nuisance must go through the elec- 
trification of railroad terminals. They 
are having their way as regards track ele- 
vation, and sooner or later they will have 
it as regards electrification. The roads 
ought to see the handwriting on the wall. 

The board of directors of the Lilinois 
Central meets today. The public has 
been assured that it will consider the 
question of electrification. It should ryote 
to banish the steam locomotives. Con- 
siderations of justice, economy, and policy 
call for such action. The road has no 
right to inflict its smoke nuisance upon 
this community. That nuisance is a det- 
riment to health and to public and private 
property. It makes cleanliness impossi- 
ble and it depreciates real estate. If the 
nuisance were not abated the road would 
find itself involved in costly and intermi- 
nable litigation. 

It has been the plea of its officials that 
electrification would be experimental and 
costly, and the road could not afford it. 
These objections have been put out of 
court by the intelligent, thorough report 
of the mayor’s commission, The elab 
orate figures submitted show that electri- 
fication applied to the suburban passenger 
and freight service would mean a total 


rectors cannot afford to trifle with the in- 
terests of the stockholders by refusing te 
make a change which would bring with it 
such a reduction in operating expenses. 

Sometimes railroads, like private. indi- 
viduals, are too poor to make: improve- 
ments which would save money. That_is 
not the case with the Illinois Central. 
The total met cost of electrification, in- 
cluding a power house, if it should he 
considered advisable to build one, would 
be less than $6,000,000. That wealthy 
corporation bas now in its treasury most 
of the money that would be needed. 

The directors should face the facts, 
They ought to see that it will be politic 
to do voluntarily what they will otber- 
wise be compelled to do. The temper of 
the council is unmistakable. It will pass 
a mandatory electrification ordinaace. 
That ordinance will be obeyed with great- 
er cheerfulness and promptness if the Il- 
linois Central, actuated by public spirit 
and economic motives, leade the way.

OF NO USE IN A PANIC. 

If there had been no panic last year 
bank deposit guaranty would not have 
been heard of in this year’s campaign. 
The public is told by the believers in that 
scheme, that it is an infallible preventive 
of such panics. They say that depositors 
would no longer be the victims of a sud- 
den fear that banks were unsafe and 
they could not get their money, while 
banks no longer would be epprehensive 
of runs. There wouki, it is said, be re- 
ciproeal confidence, even in one of those 
inevitable periods of business liquidation 
and depression which follow excessive ex- 
pansion and speculation. 

Does any one really believe that there 
would have been no bank panic last year 
if there had been a deposit guaranty law 
which took. in all the financial institutions 
of the country? There was a momentary 
scarcity of currency and a scramble for 
it. It was necessary to improvise a cur- 
rency in order that pay roll demands 
might be met and business go on. The 
people were so free from fear as to the 
solvency of the banks that they accepted 
the novel currency without demaur, 

Suppose a deposit guaranty system had 
been established for some time and a 
fund of several hundred million dollars 
had beem accumulated. How would its 
existence have relieved the financial sit- 
uation? If the fund had been kept in 
the treasury in cash there would have 
been that much money taken out of the 
channels of commerce. If it had been 
invested in securities so that it might 
earn something it would have been im- 
possible to convert the securities into cur- 
rency last October. .If the banks had 


stocks and bonds they held into money 
they would not have held on so tightly 
to what currency they had. The banks 
which suspended and subsequently re- 
sumed would not have suspended. 

It is easy to assert that nervous and 
easily stampeded bank depositors can be 
made calm and brave by law. To prove 
it is impossible, Nobody is well enough 
versed in the psychology of that kind of 
panic known as a run on the bank to 
speak authoritatively. It is certain, how- 
ever, that the most conspicuous feature 
of last year’s panic—the scarcity of cur- 
rency and the locking up of so many 
millions of it—would. have been just as 
marked if there had been a bank deposit 
guaranty law.

DWARD VIL, according to dispatches

tleman of the full habit of the king. 

To judge from the dispatches one would 
imagine that the king was taking up billiards 
as something altogether new. But the fact 
of the matter is that he was' formerly an 
adept at the game. having as a young man 
been one of the most apt pupile of John 
Roberts Sr., father of the present billiard 
champion in England. During the first 
twenty years of his marriage, indeed, Ed- 
ward VII. enjoyed the reputation of being 
one of the best amateur players in the 
united kingdom, his only formidable rival in 
this respect being his legal adviser and 
erony, Sir Charles Hall, who died as recorder 
of London. He imparted his skill and his 
fondness for the game to his two sons and 
three daughters, and many have been the 
exciting matches played by them in the de- 
lightful billiard room at Sandringham, the 
present prince of Wales and his youngest 
sister, the queen of Norway, being partictu- 
larly clever withthe cue, Queen Alexandra 
contenting herself with the réle of marker. 

In fact, the billiard room at Sandringham 
used to be a favorite after dinner resort, and 
is particularly attractive with its beautiful 
white paneling and in rich relief againet the 
white background a series of exquisitely 
painted sporting pictures in which some of 
the favorite horses of the king are im- 
mortalized. The space above the paneling 
is adorned with a beautiful collection of 
hunting trophies, most of which are the 
spoils of the king’s own gun. Along the 
sides of the room are richly upholstered 
setitees, which, with cozy chairs and small 
tables, complete the furniture of the room. 

In @ glass case against the wall is the king’s 
own. cue, a beautiful epecimen of Canadian 
workmanship and a memorial of his visit to 
the dominion half a century ago, while along- 
side, also In a glass case, is the favorite cue 
of the late duke of Clarence, It was the 
death of that prince, who was so devoted to 
the game, that c ed the king as well as his 
children to give billiards for long after- 
wards. The game recalled too many sad 
memories. These, however, have been soft- 
ened by time and both the king and his 
entourage are resuming their interest in 
biltards, which is ina fair way to be restored 


+ to its old position as the favorite royal game. 
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Regimental courts of honor are sometimes 
called upon t perform strange functions. 
As I have already mentioned in th letters, 
they have been devised by the rulers of Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy, and Russia for the 
purpose of determining questions where the 
honor and good name of some officer of the 
regiment has been impugned, and while no 
officer on fhe active or retired list of the 
regiment can fight a duel without having 
previously obtained their sanction, he is Mke- 

- wise compelled to comply with their dictates 
if they consider a hostile meeting necessary. 
Though these courte of honor have reduced 
the duels in the German army from many 
hundreds per annum to less than a dozen in 
the space of twelve months, they are some- 
times a bit tyrannical and take upon them- 
selves judicial duties that pertain more right- 
ly to the ordinary tribunals of the land. 

Thus, some time ago a lHeutenant of the 
One Hundred and Thirtieth regiment of in- 
fantry, stationed at Metz, considered that he 
had reason to believe that his Heutenant 
colonel, baron von Bottenberg, was the lover 
of his wife, He was not sure of the matter. 
but nevertheless felt that his honor was 
impugned. So he submitted the subject to 
the court of honor of the regiment. The 
court asked for the evidence on which he 
based his suspicions, and this having been 
furnished by the Heutenant, the court found 
that in its opinion the guilt of the woman and 
of the Heutenant colonel had been established 
to its satisfaction and authorized the duel 
to take place. The encounter resulted in the 
Heutenant colonel being dangerously wound- 
ed in the abdomen, 

Since then both combatants have been 
tried by a coust martial, which has sen- 
tenced the Heutenant to three months’ de- 
tention In @ fortress and the lieutenant 
colonel to six months’ imprisonment. The 
kaiser, as generalissimo, has approved of 
the finding and has placed the Meutenant 
colonel on the retired st. 

What I wish to point out is this: That if 
the regimental court of honor had found that 
the testimony with regard to the guilt of the 
lieutenant’s wife and of the MHeutenant 
colonel was inadequate, it would not have 
authorized the duel, which could not have 
taken place.- In one word, the regimental! 
court would have cleared both the woman 
and the officer. Its sanction of the duel was 
equivalent to @ verdict of guilty; and while 
of course the officers of a regiment have 
more interest than anyone else in keeping 
unblemished the fair name and honor of the 
corps to which they belong, yet it may be 
questioned whether any of them, and espe- 
cialiy the subalterns, possess the necessary 
judicial training and mind to enable them to 
weigh gorrectly and fairly the value of any 
evidence submitted to their consideration. 
In this instance, at any rate, the court of 
honor may be said to have usurped the func- 
tions of a divorce court, which was certainly 
never contemplated when the system was 
firat instituted. 
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Princess Marie Ysemburg, who has sailed 
for the United States from Europe on board 
the Crown Princess Cecilia, which is due in 
New York today, is one of the unmarried 
members of the Budingen branch of the 
mediatized or formerly sovereign German 
house of Ysemburg. Like so many of the 
other dynasties of the petty states of Ger- 
many, it lost its throne in the great upheaval 
of central Europe caused by Napoleon at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century, but 
retained many prerogatives, among others 
that of intermarrying on a footing of equality 
with the now reigning houses of the old 
world, 

The Ysemburg family is in no sense of the 
world unknown on this side of the water. 
One of its members, Prince Leopold, was 
over here as a suitor for the hand of the 
daughter of the railroad car magnate, Pull- 
man, until the latter, learning that if the 
marriage took place, the girl would not be 
received on a footing of equality by her 
husband’s relatives and that her children 
would be barred from succession to the 
family estates, peremptorily vetoed the 
match. The prince has since wedded 
Princess Olga of Saxe-Weimar and makes 
his home at Darmstadt. One of his brothers, 
Prince Charlies, marriedin London an Ameri- 
can girl, Miss Bertha Lewis of New Orleans, 
and by reason of her awkward position in, 
Germany she makes-her home with her hus- 
band altogether in Paris. 

The mother of these two princes—namely: 
the dowager princess of Ysemburg-Bir- 
stein, is by birth an Austrian anchduchess 
and attracted some attention a couple of 
years ago by her kindly though altogether 
unsucceesful efforts to bring about the re- 
habilitation and reform of her misguided 
niece, Archduchess Louise, ex-crown prin- 
cess of Saxony. 

Princess Marie Ysemburg belongs to a dift- 
ferent branch of the family, makes her home 
at Budingen, in the grand duchy of Hesse. 
and is about 83 years of age. She is one of 
fen brothers and sisters and is far from som.

But he has 
not the slightest excuse in the world to feeb 
proud of “ The Patriot" itself. It is the 
cheapest farce he has had In several seasons, 
and he should, as a matter of fact, be rather 
ashamed of !t~seeing that hele part author. 
A sometimes popular belief that anything 
that “ gets a laugh” is good farce, or good 
farcical acting, is no more true than that any 
man who creates a roar of mirth by sitting 
down in a pork pié is a comedian—an observa- 
tion credited most frequently to the late John 
Laurence Toole of London. And when we 
are dealing with one of the best, perhaps the 
best, of farce actors on the American stage, 


and one who has gained entrance to the best 


playhouses of the country, it Is no time to 
offer the excuse that the audience laughed 
and that was enough. The farceur has re- 
sponsibilities aw well as the reabactor.

“The Patriot’’ is a minstrel afterpiece 
with a high polish. The possible sanity of 
its pleat, the plausibility of its characters, 
even the mock seriousness of its best scenes 
are sacrificed™o the laugh that follows far- 
cical incidents as old as the forbidding hills— 
the prostration of a tightly corseted western 
lady upon the floor of an English drawing 
room whenever guests are presented, the 
appearance of the lady’s equally crude hus- 
band in checked stockings and pumps, and 
the belief of the principal actor that he is 
not permitted to sit down in his own apart- 
ments if he wishes to remain tn style. 

Mr. Collier also sees fit to utilize most of 
the other familiar expedients of this style 
of entertainment to such an extent that ope 
wonders if he has not gone back through a 
dozem prompt books @nd taken out every- 
thing with which he ever remembers having 
earned a laugh. Still this can’t be true, as 
the laughter in ‘The Patriot.” starting 
hopefully in the first act, begins to die out 
about the middie of the second, and fades 
away into a yawn and a smile in the third. 
Had William collected all his laughs they cer- 
tainly would have lasted one evening 


through. 
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The reader probably remembers Ethel Bar- 
rymore’s drama of “ Sunday,” or at least the 
drama of that name in which Miss Barry- 
more appeared for a season, ‘‘ Sunday,” a 
a drama, was almost a farce, though nobody 
seemed to care aboutthatatthetime. ‘‘ The 
Patriot ’’ is built upon much the same story.

> Verdi's “ Rigoletto” is the offering of the 
Glickman company at the International this 
week, and the Italian section of the lza- 
tion had an audienc® last evening which left 
comparatively places vacant on the 
main floor or in the balcony. It was an au- 
dienes encouragingly large and demonstra- 
tively enthusiastic. The Italian tempera- 
ment of the singers on the stage found its fel- 
low in that of their compatriots acrose the 
footlights, and applause, bravos, and calls 
of “bis” were abundant. It is pleasant 
to encounter this emotional approval now 
and again—it shows us that all the world

PARIS, Oct. 20.—Wagner’s “Gotterdammer- 
ung” received its firet presentation tonight 
before an invited audience. The first public 
performance will be given on Friday. To- 
night the opera was given In its emtirety, and 
Baireuth methods, entirely new to Paris, pre- 
vailed. 

The performance was announced to com- 
mence at 6 o'clock and it was also announced 


no one would be admitted after the act had 


commenced. ‘ Every one was in place at the 


hour. 

At a little after 8 fhe first act was overand 
there was a rush for neighboring restau- 
rants. Men and women in evening dress were

HENRY W. HINSDALE NO MORE.

PRICES OF MEAT ARE LOWERED. 


Reduced Consumption Forces Packers 
to Try to Stimulate th De- 
mand. 


Wholegale prices of dressed beef cuts were 
lowered % cent a pound yesterday, while the 
market for fresh pork products was reported 
to be in a demnoralized condition, with stocks 
accumulating and consumers refusing to pay 
the high prices asked by the packers. 
Housewives’ reluctance to buy high priced 
beef products and the fact that temperatures 
have been too high for the extensive con- 
sumption of heat producing foods are the in- 
fiuences which forced packers to lower prices. 
While the consumption of beef and pork 
has been far below normal the last few 
months, receipts of cattle and swine have 
exceeded last year’s, and packers found it

We are relieved to read in the epilogue 
that W: J. Dawson's story is only a dream, 
for in following the story ‘to the epilogue we 
had lost sight of what we read in the preface. 

“A SOLDIER OF THE FUTURE ” (Revell) 
isa plea for the emancipation of the church— 
its emancipation from worldliiness. It is the 
advocacy of a theme that is given wide ¢eur- 
rency, at present, in this city at least, and 
has-even in dramatic guise been put upon the 
stage. In Mr. Dawson's book the treatment 
is less artistic and dramatic than cateclyeme, 
A young minister of New York, whose career 
has been one triumphal march to more re- 
muriprative calls, suddenly, through what he 
is confident is a personal oall from the man- 
god whose ministry he profeases, realizes 
that he has been working according to wrong 
standards. s 

With this realization comes the determina- 
tion to change despite the cost. The cost is 
great, for when he puts in practice his con- 
victions he finds his parish in arms against 
him and himself deserted by his wife and 
socially ostracized. After that comes the 
deluge—the destruction of New York—of all 
the churehly edifices, with only the germ of 
universal helpfulness as exemplified in a 
single woman. Surviving this germ the 
quonédam clergy are to cultivate zealously in 
thenewage, The fact that thisisall a dream . 
should soften our judgment considerably. 
Nevertheless, it cannot be denied that the 
book leans to the sensational, perhaps 
through a misdirected zeal on the author's 


part. 


The new Pversiey edition of the “ WORKS 
OF TENNYSON,” which Macmillan com- 
pany js putting on the market, is nearing 
completion. The fifth volume, the next to 
the last, has just made its appearance. It 
contains twenty-five poems and four plays, 
the latter being “ The Cup,” “ The Promise 
of May,” “ Queen Mary,” and “ Harold.” 

Concerning the much discussed “ Crossing 
the Bar,” the editor, the present Lord Tenny- 
son, says in a note: “ Made in my father’s 
86th year, after his serious illness in 1888-'89, 
on a day in October, 1889, while crossing the 
Solent, as we came from Aldworth to Far- 
ringford. When he repeated it: to me in the 
evening, I said: ‘That is the crown of your 
life’s work.’ He answered: ‘It came in a 
moment.’ ” 

Tennyson's commentary on the line, “I 
hope to mtet my Pilot face to face,” is: “‘ He 
has been on board all the while, but in the 
dark I have not seen him.” He explained 
the Pilot as “that Divine and Unseen who is 
always guiding us.”’ He made his son prom- 
ise to put the poem at the end of his poems. 
At another time he wrote: “ Poetry should be 
the flower and fruit of a man’s life, in what- 
ever stage of it, to be a worthy offering to 
the world.”’ 

In a note on “The Cup” the editor quotes 
his father im saying that “Irving had not 
caught the spirit of the character Synorix.” 
The book also contains some other interesing 
gide lights on the construction of the poet’s 
work. 


In a novel entitled “ A CAPTAIN OF IN- 
DUSTRY ” (C. M. Clark & Co.) Mr. Enoch 
Johnson reproduces in detail a newspaper re- 
port of a typical mill strike, and throws ina 
summery, given in dialogue form, of the lead- 
ing sociological theories of the day. But a 
strike and a sociological discussion are not 
al] the ingredients necessary to the making 
of even a dull novel, so we have a few flushes 
and sighs, and finally one whole unspeakable 
chapter—on love. Here and everywhere an 
enigmatic sesquipedalianism is found where 
one naturally would look for definiteneass and 
concinnity. He soars upon the leaden wings 
of polysyllabism, but before he writes an- 
other novel it is humbly recommended that 
Mr. Bnoch Johnson put away al? his economic 
and philosophic text books, reading assidu- 
ously in their place the entire works of 
America’s most prolific delineator of the life 
of the smart set. 

After that a careful and conscientious 
study of the rules of etiquette, addressed to 
both men and women in heart to heart talks 
by @ popular monthly would adequately 
prepare him for the drawing room scenes. 
Ada to this course of treatment @ game or 
two of golf and its cold shower sequence, and 
perhaps he would be convinced that it is not 
necessary for every one who has just one idea 
to write anovel. Then there area few things 
just as much worth while as having one’s 
name on a title page of a poor hook. 


After all that has been said about nature 
fakers one is inclined to marvel at the temer- 
ity of Mr. Charles Lee Bryson in writing 
such a book as his “‘ TAN AND TECKLE ” 
(Hevell). But the book is attractively writ- 
ten, and to one who does not object to having 
a little of his natural history with the human 
analogues thrown in it appears as most inter- 
esting. Tan and Teckle were & pair of fleld 
mice who made their home in an old tree 
stump. There they fight their battles with 
the unfriendly neighbors, there they receive 
their friends, and there they rear their young. 
for the story of these two ie told with refer- 
ence to their relation to the other creatures 
of the fieM.

} Milton and his little school, among whom is 
the attractive little Merle Davies. Then 
comes Milton’s marriage with a lightweight, 
vain maid, whereby he generously accepts 
an old debt in lieu of a marriage portion. 
The wife soon tires of her husband's quiet 
ways of life and leaves him, she vows, for- 
ever. 

But it is needless to rehearse here the 
story of Milton’s private life; we all know 
it or can read it In the book before us. When 
We lay down the book, however, at the time 
the great man is conscious of his approaching 
blindness, we feel that the mighty man is 
more human than we ever conceived he 
“could be. He is stil) strong and noble, but 
it ie the deep. eweet nature that fashioned 
“ Lycidas” rather than the stern, imper- 
zonal creator of “ Paradise Lost.” He isthe 
patriot, too, of lofty ideals and fearless, and, 
besides, @ man lovable, whose black scholar’s 
gown does not rob of passion. The back~ 
ground of wars and political changes is 
indicated sufficiently for the understanding 
of the story, though they have not received 
too minute attention. 


“RAW GOLD” (G. W. Dillingham com- 
pany) is @ story of adventure along the 
48th parallel before England and the United 
States came to ea decision of their respec- 
tive rights.

Secretary Thomas of Cubs Tells 
of Baseball Tickets. 


WORK TOO HEAVY FOR 2 MEN

Chairman Herrmann of National Com- 
Commission Asks Full Information. 


Chairman Garry Herrmann of the national 
commission, which at the request of hundreds 
of fans has undertaken to investigate the 
charges of ticket scalping at the recent 
world’s series between the Cubs and Tigers, 


has sent letters to newspaper writers and 


others in Chicago asking for any facts known 
‘by them to be true relative to the matter. 
President Murphy of the Cubs requested 
Secretary Thomds to draw up a complete 
statement of facts for submission to the commie 
sion as to the local club's handling of the tickets. 
The statement of Mr. Thomas is contained in a 
communication to Mr. Murphy. which probably 
will be forwarded to Mr. Herrmann at Cincinnati. 


Statement by Thomas. 
The statement, in part, is as follows: 
Chicago, Oct. W. 
Charlies W. Murphy, President Chicago Baseball 
Cwb. 


Dear Sir—In accordance with the request of Mr. 
August Herrmann, chairman of the national com- 
mission, as to how the tickets for the reserved seats 
were handled for the two gumes of the world’s 
series played ai the west side bali park, see to 
give you herewith a history of the proceedings. 
from the time the tickets were ordered from the 
printers. 

Immediately upon receiving tnformation from 
our ** ticker *' that we had defeated New York and 
would consequently participate in a world’s series 
with Detroit, I called the printers up on the tele- 
phone and ordered them to proceed with the con- 
tingemt order which I had previously given them 
for reserved seat tickets. They worked all night 
om the tickets, and it was agreed that 1 should 
have them the next morning at 8 o’clock. Inetead 
of receiving the ticketp at that time, however, I 
did not get them until 9:80 or 9:45 a. m. Mr. 
Cooke wae with me, and we immediately returned 
to the office of the club, and proceeded to *‘ rack ”’ 
the tickets in two separate racks provided for 
that purpose, one rack for each day. 

We next started to make up the reservations we 
had on file. which had accumulated greatly in the 
morning nvail. We have a regular list of everyday 
patrons, who always receive what they ask for, if 
we can possibly supply their demands. These peo- 
ple were taken care of first, or rather we attempted 
to take care of them first, for no sooner had we 
commenced to make up the reseryations thag the 
crowd began to arrive at the office for tickets. We 
were simply obliged to lock the doors, as it was 
impossible for us to make up reservations (only two 
of us) and wait upon the public at the same time. 


Office Full of People. 


By 12 o'clock Friday noon our office was jammed 
full of peopie, consisting of regular patrons whom 
we knew, people with letters whom we were bound 
to take care of and listen to, and the generaj pub- 
lic. In every transaction for tickets much time 
was taken up with conversation, and invariably 
purchasers, after receiving thelr allotments of 
tickets, would request more seats for intimate 
friends or would advance other arguments, and 
then thefe was the time taken up in counting 
their tickets, tn some instances mistakes being 
made by Cooke and myself, requiring a recount- 
ing; also the counting of money, all of which we 
are, of course used to. but this was an occasion 
when the prices were doubled 

Arguments were of common occurrence, as par- 
ties who already had been supplied with tickets 
would return In some instances demanding more 
tickets, and when refused, as was often the case. 
became disgruntied and could not see the reason 
why. 


brought bear, such as letters from some other 
friend or acquaintance who poseibly knew Cooke 
or myself or whom we knew to be all right. Peo- 
ple we did not know were put through a rigid 
course of questions sometimes, for you must bear 
in mind we were endeavoring to get the tickets 
into the bands of the people who were to see the 
games, and we were continually fighting against 
the possibility of tickets getting into the hands of 
speculators. 7 
Scalpers Get Tickets. 


We had 6,234 reserved and box seats to 4is- 
pose of for each game, and we endeavored to do 
£0 to the best of our ability. We could not follow 
every purchaser to see what he did with his tick- 
ets. The scaipers had tickets I am told; lots of 
tickets. I do not doubtitintheleast. Every trick 
and influence obtainable was brought into play, 
undoubtedly, by scalpers to secure tickets. 

Our intention. after making up the reservations 
Friday morning, Was to go to A. G. Spalding’s 
store on Wabash avenue, and give the tickets out— 
put them on sale. On account of the many inter- 
ruptions during Friday it was simply impos- 
sible to get all of the reservations made up. It was 
simply impossible to get out of the office and go 
to Spalding’s. Finally, Spaiding’s store got us 
on the ‘phone, and we informed them that it would 
be impossible for us to get over there with the 
tickets. All we could do was to stay where we 
were, and do the best we could. 

During Friday afternoon we tmformed a great 
many people that we would go to the ball park in 
the morning and get into our regular ticket offices, 
where we hoped to work more rapidly, and where 
people could not walk in and actually lay hands 
upon us. Saturday morning {ft was. of course, 
necessary to come to the office to get the tickets 
and money, but there were people lined up waiting 
for us at 8 o’clock in the morning, and among 
others those whom we thought !t necessary to 
wait upon then and not later. The consequence 
was that we did not get to the ballpark until 
about 1 o’ciock. 

I had many other things to attend to, and Cooke 
went out to the ball park alone, or with two 
officers for a guard. I had to make out the press 
tickets and endeavor to treat the representatives 
of the local and out ~~ town hewspapers with 
courtesy. Cooke aione in his work the 
greater part of Saturday neequently. He had to 
do the best he could alone, and did. 

Does Not Remember “Kickers.” 


Because a lot of disgruntled persone who had to 
stand Im line at Spalding’s Friday and again the 
next day at the park have seen fit to write letters 
of criticism. telling how it should have been done, 
other people have followed the same course; people 
who claim to be regulars, and possibly are, ai- 
though a great many of the names signed to iet- 
ters of complaint are not familiar to Cooke or my- 
self as having bought box seats during the regu- 
lar season.

ship series. 

As to the matter of the reserved seat tickets 
which were returned uneold I wieh to state first 
that it is a known fact that the sale of grandstand 
tickets practically estopped one hour before the 
game began on Sunday. As you know. 1006 tickets 

‘were returned to me during this hour previous to 
the game starting by yourself, as I held that num- 
ber of seate on your orders for your use in cases 
of emergency. A Detroit newspaper had reserved 

200 tickets for an excursion. We were glad to re- 

serve these tickets, as when we went to Detroit 
we took @ large party with us and the Detroit mez- 
| agement reserved a block of seateforus. This was 
a case of reciprocity. When the Detroit newspaper 
representative called for his tickets he only want- 
ed half of them. Then there were probably fifty 
or sixty people who hed made reservations with us 
who had not caited for the tickets at all, probably 
having become disgusted with ying to get them 
for two dars and not succeeding. I don’t blame 
them, but could we belp it if they could not get 
to us to secure their seate? Here were 300 good 
box tickets on our hands returned to us legitimately 
by people well known, but the public had stopped

RED PERIL OF THE GRIDIRON 


Carlisle Indians Are Worthy 
Foes for Any Team. | 


MEET QUAKERS SATURDAY. 


Penn Men Working Hard to Wipe Out 
Defeats of Previous Years. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 


When the Pennsylvania football team lines 
up against the Carlisle Indians Saturday at 
Philadelphia the Quakers wlll meet a team 
which has in the last two meetings over- 
whelmed and humiliated them. 

Coach Warner and his men, proud of hav- 
ing beaten Pennsylvania five out of nine 
games, are now putting the finishing strokes 
to their preparation and the Indian team 
that takes the field Saturday will represent 
the best material, an eleven trained as are 
few teams. 

In the football world the Indian has been 
a veritable red peril for the last decade. 
Their exploits since 1899 have been little 
short of marvelous and there is not a team 
on their schedule but what regards the In- 
dian game as one of the hardest. 

When Carlisle started to play football, 
fourteen years ago, the venture was regarded 
as a joke. The eleven played four games 
the first year and won only one, defeating 
the Harrisburg High schogl and losing to 
the Navy, Franklin and Marshall, and the 
Columbus Athletic club: 


Redskins Attract Attention. 


The next year the record was a little better, 
as in a schedule of eight games five resulted 
in victories, and by playing a good game against 
Yale, which ended 18 to Q@ the redskins began to 
@itract attention from the football world. 

Progress continued steadily tll in 1806 when 
the Indians won thelr first victory of importance. 
downing Dickinson 28 to 6. The team of that year 
playe? Princeton, Yale, Harvard, and Pennsyl- 
vara, scored on the Elis and Tigers and held Har- 
vard toa scant 4to 0 victory. The Quakers’ 21 to 
0 score was the only count of any size made by 
opponents. 

In 1899 "* Pop *’ Warner assumed charge of tye 
football education of the men of the forest, end 
from that time on they have been rated as among 
the greatest tears in the history of the great 
eo.lege game. 

The first year of Warner’s administration saw 
the red and gold wave in victory for the firat time 
over a member of the big four, and Pennsylvania 
was the victim, 16 to 5. Harvard and Princeton 
beat the eleven that year, but they had to show 
their best to do it. 

The 1000 teasn went back a little and lost by 
big scores to Yale, Harvard, and Pennsylvania. 
Nineteen hundred and one also was a bad year 
and the team lost seven games, won four, and 
tied one. Cornell, Harvard, and Michigan al! 
took the measure of the fieet Indians. But the 
warriors came back In 1902, and, though losing to 
Harvard, had the satisfaction of beating Penn- 
sylvania, 

In 1008 the Indians beat everybody except Prince- 
ton and Harvard, and fell only one point behind 
the latter. Pennsyivania, Swarthmore, and 
Northwestern were included among the victims. 
Penn's great eleven of 1904 succeeded in walloping 
the redskins by eighteen points and Harvard also 
beat them, but no other team was equa! to the 
task. The s@me teams again turned the trick in 
1905. 

Since that time the Indians have lost only two 

mes. Harvard beat them 5 to 0 In 1006 and 
Princeton defeated them 16 to 0 last year, but 
Syracuse, Michigan, and Pennsylvania twice, and 
Harvard, Minnesote, and Chicago once have fallen 
victims in that period to the skill of the origina! 
owners of the land. 


Sad Times for Pennsy. 


Franklin fleld has seen nothing sadder in the 
last two years than the way Carlisle romped over 
the red and blue elevens, winning by scores of 
24 to 6 and 26 to 6. 

Numbered among the men who assisted in win- 
ning these gridiren triumphs for the redmen are 
names familiar wherever football is known, for 
it has been characteristic of the Indians that they 
have mot hesitated to travel any distance over the 
coumry to meet any opponent who offered. 

Therefore, the whole country knows the wonder- 
ful drop kicker, Hudson; Metoxen, the irresisti- 
ble line bucker; Johnson, the great quarter back; 
Bemis Pierce, the giant guard; Houser, last year's 
phenomenal line plunger and place kicker; Red 
Water, Lone Wolf, Seneca, who was accorded a 
place as all-American half back; Exenmdine, a 
flawless end; Mount Pleasant, last year’s won- 
derful quarter back; McFarland, Cayou, Wheelock, 
Scott, Rogers, and @ score of others. 

Carlisle has lost a number of its good men, and 
of last year’s neue only five veterans are back. 
A newly passed rule forbidding any player to rep- 
resent the echool more than four years on the grid- 
iron cost a number of men and injuries will keep 
out a couple more stars. The most serious loss is 
Houser, whose injured back makes it next to im- 
possible for him to play Saturday. 

What Pennsyivania specially needs to watch is 
the Indian use of the forward pass. This has been 
developed by the aborigines to a great degree of per- 
fection. There is nothing haphazard about throw. 
ing or catching the ball as was the case hast year. 
Everything this season seems to be deadly accu- 
rate, the outcome of careful plenning and unceas-

Love, Shearson-HammiH, 
Peavey, Pringle, and Barrell were sellers on the 
decline.
